of excess profits if sold within the 
third, fourth or fifth years. 


George Beier, in his complaint, 


has stated that he proposes to in- 
corporate the business in order to 
mere efficiently and practically 
conduct the business. He claims he

Now Testament record the great 
sayings of Jesus in a way not SO 
evident in other parts of 'the' Gos- 
pels, in which the greatest teach- 
ings appear in 
casual conversa- 


tions, 
parables, 
and 
incidents, 


without any apparent preconceived 
system or arrangement. 


1 think that it is this' quality ot 


unexpectedness that gives to Uie 
Gospels their unending freshness 
and Interest. The Gospel writers 
are not so mush telling us what 
Jesus did and said, as they are, by 
making it all so vivid and pictur- 
esque, taking us with them so that 
we see and hear. 


Nevertheless, I think we are 


grateful 
for those portions in 


which the most intimate words ol 
Jesus are recorded in a more 
solidified way. These portions are 
the fifth, sixth and .seventh chap- 
ters of Matthew, which 
we call 


"The Sermon on the Mount." and 
the fourteenth, fifteenth 
and six- 


teenth chapters of John. 


It is to be noted that these por- 


tions record sayings of Jesus that 
were addressed only to the inner 
circle of disciples and not to the 
common peonle who heard Him 
gladly. Jesus had a message tor 
all, and He was nt> respecter ot 
persons. But the intimate words of 
His teaching required for their ful- 
fillment disciplined living and un- 
limited devotion. 


It is a common tiling to speak 


of the teaching of Jesus, particu- 


larly of the Sermon on the Mount, 
as tf the way of life and conduct 
therein enjoined and exemplified in 
the life of the Alaster Himself, ot- 
tered an immediate alternative to 
our present social system, a sys- 
tem based" to a very large extent 
upon self-interest and the princi- 
ple of competition. 


In my judgment the true prin- 
ciple and motive of life and con- 
duct as set forth in the New Testa- 
ment is undoubtedly the principle 
of love, 
brotherhood, 
and ser- 


vice. 
But a Christian social sys- 


tem can be established and made 
effective only by Christians, and 
by belter Christians than most of 
us are. 


If Christians in genera) could 


profit by. the chapters in John and 
attain the experience therein set 
forth as possible, they would be 
te better prepared to put into life 
and action the 
Sermon on 
the 


Mount. 
As these chapters in John re- 


veal the inner life of the Master, 
they reveal also the life that every 
disciple may attain if he will ac- 
cept the discipline of -prayer and 
consecration and abide in Christ in 
the relationship which Jesus sug- 
gested in the illustration of the 
branch and the vine. 


What does it mean to abide in 


Christ? I think it means to have 
the same motives determining our 
conduct that actuated the .\laster 
in His earthly 
life. 
The 
very 


heart of it is in the Master's com- 
mand, that we love one another as 
He has loved us (John 15:12).

The discipline of self-concern 
consists primarily in the 
insight 


that we can realize our own high- 
est welfare only in the effort to 
serve sincerely the best interests 
of others. Dr. Grenfell said that 
he disliked to talk of self-sacrifice 
because, "I cannot recall that 1 
have ever indulged in it." No one 
of us has. 
Now as never before in human 


history, we must solve the prob- 
lems of other men and nations, or 
face a world where we shall be 
only a part of the ashes. We can- 
not save our sons without saving 
China. : We shall never know how 
a defeated Man on a cross con- 
quered a world. -Until we truly 
enlarge our hearts. 
Let Us Pray: God of the Ages, 


before whose 'judgment seat men 
and nations daily stand, we have 
known thee as Judge in the hell 
made by our rebellion against thee, 
when we would not turn to thee as 
the Father of people 
living 
m 
brotherhood. Open our eyes lest 
we perish! Amen.
